Students halt ruinous bulldozer

“We are being disturbed by a bunch 
of nature lovers....,"" crackled the voice 
on the station-wagon radio over the growl 
of a bulidozer. ‘‘Selective thinning with 
a bulldozer’? came to the banks of the 
American River Monday afternoon. 

Sacramento State College students and 
Westbridge residents confronted a buil- 
dozer crew as they cleared cottonwood 
trees and underbrush from flood control 
acreage along the east bank of the river 
between Westbridge apartments and the 
Guy West footbridge. The work super- 
visor called for police assistance. 

Larry Drewry, general manager of 
Westbridge, said ‘‘The unfortunate thing 
is we didn’t know they were coming.’’ He 
told Robert Curtis, supervisor for the 
Department of Water Resources crew, 
that the owner of the property, Henry 
Moss, didn’t know the bulldozer crew 
was coming either. 

Curtis maintained that the State Re- 
clamation Board has jurisdiction over 
the levee and that the Department of Fish 
and Game had given the okay to clear the 
land. ‘‘We do have easements through 
here and certain standards of mainten- 
ance must be observed,’’ said Curtis. 
He explained to the cluster of students 
and advisors that the state has an obli- 
gation to adjacent property owners to 
clear away any potential obstruction along 
the flood plane so driftwood cannot ac- 


cumulate during the high water season. 

Curtis raised the ire of the crowd by 
calling to 30-fooct-tall cottonwoods ‘‘a 
bunch of overgrown thickets.’’ He ashed 
the students to define a tree. One student 
shouted, ‘‘something with xylem and 
phloem!” Paul Radde, head resident at 
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Westbridge, countered Curtis by saying, 
“Certain items along this river, which 
we define as trees, we want saved.”” He 
told Curtis there are tentative plans to 
build a park along the river and then 
asked if any alternatives were open to 


the students who objected to the leveling 
of the land. 

‘Volunteer your student body to get | 
out with a hatchet and saw and selectively 
cut each obstruction,” replied Curtis. He 
indicated that as many as one third of the 
trees can be saved if proper thinning 
practices are used and offered to co~ 
operate with the students in selecting 
the trees that could be saved and still 
maintain a safe channe] capacity. ‘‘!’m 
on a tight budget,’’ he revealed, ‘‘and I 
can’t selectively come out here and go 
over each tree.” 

Monty Martinez, a student represent- 
ing ASSSC president, vice-president and 
student senate chairman, lodged an “‘of- 
ficial protest’’ to Curtis objecting to the 
“further destruction of foliage and trees.” 
Martinez said he will carry his protest 
to the State Reclamation Board. 

Save the American River Association 
president H.W. Ibser voiced his concern 
to the workers, adding that the associ- 
ation has over 3,000 local members. 

A meeting was scheduled Monday even- 
ing in the dining commons at Westbridge 
to discuss proposals for the area to be 
presented to the state. A flier entitled 
“We Need You,’’ was being hastily and 
eagerly distributed by volunteers late 
Monday afternoon. The flier read in 
part, ‘“‘We, the students and people in 
the community, feel that the trees are 
an important scenic resource, and we 
don’t want just a barren strip of land. 
We need your help.” 


Student Senate orders athletic fund freeze lifted

After lengthy debate, the Student Senate 
passed a resolution on Monday, which in 
effect directs ASSSC Vice-President Tom 
Goff to lift the freeze on student body funds 
for the intercollegiate athletic department. 


The resolution stipulates that if no ‘‘de- 
cisive action” is taken by December 8, the 
first schoo! day after the report of the 
special committee on discrimination is re- 
leased, the funds wil! againbe frozen, The 
action leaves unclear, however, who will 
judge whether or not “‘decisive action” 
has been taken, 


The resolution, which was a substitute 
for another resolution that would have en- 
dorsed the decision by ASSSC P resident 
Steve Whitmore, Senate Chairman Scott 
Burns, and ASSSC \ ice-P resident Tom 
Goff, to withhold the funds, was agreed 
upon after a long period in which Whiimore, 
Fred Lewis, director of the embattled 
athletic department, and Grantland 
Johnson, Vice-P resident of the BSU, pre- 
sented their views on the withholding of the 


funds. 


Whitmore defended the action of the 
three officers in withholding the funds on 
the grounds that previous to the action, the 
problems in the department were being 
given the ‘‘administrative shuffle.”’ 


Whitmore said ‘‘If we take away the 
pressure, | have no confidence that the 
problems within the department will be 
solved . . . The pressure has to stay on 
them.’’ 


According to Whitmore, ‘The funds are 
not being withheld forever. They are being 
withheld until the problems are being 
solved. I feel that is my responsibility 
to withhold the funds until am assured that 
the best interests of our athletes are being 
served by the department.’ 


This view of the situation was supported 
by Grantland Johnson, who called the prob- 
lem ‘‘universal.’’ According to Johnson, 
the problem ‘‘affects the nature of all ath- 
letes, not just black, but black, brown, 


red, yellow and white. They are all being 
victimized.” 


Johnson accused the athletic depart- 
ment of leading the athletes to the point 
at which they felt there was ‘‘no hope of 
solving the problem within the depart- 
ment.’? He called on the withholding of 
the funds ‘to ‘‘force (the athletic) depart- 
ment to sit down with us and discuss 
the problems in earnest.’’ 


Fred Lewis, SSC Athletic Director, 
however, said that the withholding of the 
funds could cause a number of grave prob- 
lems within the Inter-collegiate athletic 
program. 


According to Lewis, ‘This is a problem 
of tremendous scope,’’ and he questioned 
whether the problems could be sulved in 
time to keep from bhurting the athletic 
program. 


Lewis claimed that the committee in- 
vestigating discrimination in his depart- 
ment ‘appointed at my request’’ was the 
start of a process that ‘‘will... enable us 


to make some adjustments.’’ But he called 
it ‘‘unfortunate that the funds have been 
cut.’’ 


Whitmore countered with a charge that 
the committee on discrimination was the 
result of the pressure being put on the 
department, and sa‘d that ‘‘We are not 
asking that the entire problem be solved 
before the money is released, only that | 
the athletes be satisfied.’’ 


The substitute motion to release the 
money until December 8 was an apparent 
attempt to please all of the factions in- 
volved in the controversy by Senator Terry 
Hughes, who proposed the substitute 
motion, 


Hughes, continually asked if everyone 
was ‘‘happy’’ with the motion, before he 
finally submitted it in the final form, 


ASSSC Vice-P resident Goff, when asked 
vesterday if he intended to obey ‘he Senate 
action and release the funds, refused to 
commen, 
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Editorial 


Mandatory attendance 
is academic nonsense 


The Hornet has recently been advised of a rather incredible bit 
of academic nonsense. 

There are teachers on this campus who have threatened to force 
the withdrawal from their classes of students who have not met their 
attendance standards. That in itself should not strike anyone as 
incredible. A teacher certainly has the right to require attendance 
if he feels that lack of attendance will handicap the student. That is, 
where continual absences wil! place the student in danger of not 
mastering the course material. 

However, some teachers now require attendance regardless of 
the student’s ability to maintain class standing. We are aware of 
ane example in which the student in question was able to score a ‘‘B"’ 
grade on the midterm, The professor, however, threatened the individ- 
wal with punishment if she did not improve her attendance record. 

This strikes us as nothing short of ridiculous. If the teacher is 
unable to teach his course in such a manner as to make it worthwhile 
for the student to attend, and the student is able to maintain a superior 
degree of competence in the course matter without attending, then the 
problem lies not with the student, but with the professor. 

We have taken courses in which the professor has required attendance. 
We were also convinced that those who failed to attend would be unable 
to master the required amount of course material. Consequently, 
we found that the required attendance, while obviously not common 
practice in college level courses, was ultimately to the benefit of 
the student. 

In cases, however, in which the professor is not imparting any 
knowledge during the class periods that cannot be easily gained 
elsewhere, we find required attendance to be nonsense. 

In such cases, the professor might be wise to spend more time 
examining his methods of teaching, and less time examining the 
attendance records of students.

In the continuing saga of Ser- 
vomation a‘ Sacramento State Col- 
lege, the State Attorney General’s 
Office has ruled that the $98,000 
food service contract was legal 
and although it was badly drawn 
up there was no overpayment of 
funds as suggesied by various 
media and investigators. 

In a letter read to the State Col- 
lege Board of Trustees on Monday, 
November 24, Deputy Attorney 
General Paul M. Joseph sated, 
‘We assume that the contra :*t was 
regularly entered into with all for- 
malities duly compiled with and 
that no fraud, conflict of interest, 
collusion, or other invalidating 
circumstances appear in the sit- 
uation, 

‘‘Surmises have been mad2 con- 
cerning undo influence, dua! rela- 
tionships, and other irregularities 
in addition to comments that were 
made on the comparatively large 
payments made to Servomation in 
connection with the unprofitable 
food operation. 

‘So far as we know, there is 
no basis in fact for these sur- 
mises,”’ 

The investigation into the Ser- 
vomation contract began afier SSC 
President Robert Johns resigned 
last year and took a job with a 
subsidiary of Servomation in Balt- 
imore, Maryland. The contract 
between Servomation Duchess and 
the Hornet Foundation for fur- 
nishing food in the SSC cafeteria 
came under direct fire when the 
state auditor general’s office char - 
ged the Hornet Foundation overpaid 
the food service company $98,000. 
The auditor general called on the 
college to ‘‘initiate action’’ to re- 
gain the money, 

The attorney general’s office 
went on to say, ‘‘Neither the Hor- 
net Foundation nor Servomation 
has ever shared in the suggestion 
of certain publicity media and in- 
ve stigators that perhaps payments 
should have been made only on 
gross sales in excess of $600,000, 

“On the assumption made, not 
only did the parties intend that pay - 
ments should be made on the 
entire gross sales at the time they 
entered into the contract, but in 
addition the performance under the 
contract was carried on pur suant to 
such understanding of the con- 
tract’s terms, 

‘*No question arose as to the 
meaning of the contract unti! just 
before notice of termination was 
given,’’

Mixed responses on 


faculty teaching load 


Recent public remarks and student analyses of the faculty teaching 
load afflict one with rib-tickling laughter or cruel anguish depending 
on whether one has a comic or a tragic vision. Most of the utterances 
arouse a mixed response. They have a certain mechanical quality, as 
if they had all been computer programmed by Governor Reagan, and 
indeed they appear to have been triggered by one or two of his own hol- 
low speeches; with the exception of Michael Korff, however, they lack 
his flair for vacuous rhetoric, and even at their orotund climaxes 
achieve but a shadow of his studied indignation. At their best, however, 
they capture something of the soaring flight of resentful tax-payer 
enraged by state employees free-loading off his hard-earned tax 
dollars. At their worst, they have the strident accusation, finger- 
pointing, tongue-clacking, glee-chortling vindictiveness of an 87-year- 
old shrew delighted with herself for jiving long enough to experience a 
retributory cackle. One has the feeling that games are being borrowed 


Guest’’ or ‘‘Hump the Hostess,’ students are playing ‘‘Tick-off Teacher,’’ 
‘*Pounce the Professor,’’ ‘‘Screw the Scholar."’ 

The comic possibilities are inexhaustible and seem to have been 
exploited in one form or another by almost everyone. Thus one could 
cite the ‘some of my best friends are professors” attitude; the ‘c’mon 
let’s clean up this mess,"’ vigilante attitude; the senile ‘‘mind you, I’m 
not saying al] the professors’ attitude; the double-standard “why 
aren’t you working with me for my rights’’ attitude; the House Un- 
American Activities Committee ‘‘let’s investigate’ attitude; the 
wordly and cynical moral-one-up-manship ‘‘it’s naive to think the 
faculty care” attitude; the outraged DAR ‘‘and some of them are true- 
blue liberals from some of our best departments”’ attitude; and the 
Joe McCarthy ‘‘I have the names of 13 known professors who are 
attempting to subvert the 12 unit American way of life’? attitude. One 
could go on with these comic grotesqueries, but it soon becomes too 
painful, 

Al) the analyses make clear that there are numerous mediocre, 
lazy and unprepared faculty on this campus. But ‘‘there needs no 
ghost. . come from the grave/ To tell us this.’’ Mediocrity is, by 
definition, the rule in life rather than the exception. But a poor teacher 
is not therefore a poor specimenofahuman being. What do our analysts 
know of the soul of these men’ Do they have any feelings for their 
great and secret love of excellence, for their withering sense of in- 
adequacy before it, for their secret self-contempt , their corrosive 
uncertainty and gnawing sense of failure’? What do they know of in- 
solent eyes, yawning mouths, bored bodies, restless minds, hostile 
challenges, the terror of a class slipping away, endless energy-sapping 
anxiety? Do they know what a 12-hour load means, and how it grinds 
away the edge of one’s mind and dims the flame of one’s enthusiasm? 
Do they really believe that something of value will be gained by forcing 
a professor to replace old mediocre notes with new mediocre ones? 

Many faculty members are burnt-out men, men of slight energy 
and smal! talent who were able to concentrate these meagre gifts in 
one grand graduate schoo! effort; when it was over and they had the 
Ph.D., they awakened to find themselves spent, used up and burnt-out., 
Others of greater ability are merely worn down, experience a gradual 
sapping of their energy and confidence, falter in keeping up in their 
field, and are slowly infected with the pervasive Sac State malaise — 
contempt for self and for everyone associated with the College, 

Yes, there are tired, worn and mediocre faculty on this campus; 
there are on every campus, They are victims of a time-serving system 
in a destructive society. Inthe grindto the top, many of them have been 
emptied of value, identity and content and realize themselves not in their 
work but in its recognition, They have been dispossessed of the private 
vision and been made comparative, They do not exist except in com- 
parison, 

Is it any wonder, then, that these men claw, scratch, love rigid 
hierarchies, adopt patrician postures, papal infallibilities, stubborn 
defenses’ But there are many others who earnestly strive to be both 
just and excellent, And this cheap and contempuous attack on the 
faculty merely confirms many in their belief that students are still 
uncivilized barbarians, and that too many concessions have already 
been made to them. I! disagree. But the politica! naiveté of these 
attacks and the smug, self-righteousness of the analyses give me 
pause. It is rancid sentimentality to oppose the mediocre self- 
interested instructors with a vision of students al! eager and quick 
with life, lusting for knowledge, misty-eyed in their idealism, hindered 
by tired professors but still cutting a swath through indifference and 
corruption with the fierce sword of truth and the dagger of ability. 

Of course there is mediocrity among the faculty at Sac State, but 
in all fairness to the faculty, not one of the student analyses of the 
faculty teaching load even achieved that modest leve!. These students, 
in striving to swallow an elephant have succeeded in giving birth to a 
plague-ridden gnat, For they have succeeded in insulting the faculty, 
in undermining its position, in abetting the case against the colleges, 
and they have done so in that bland, suave and innocent manner so 
characteristic of Governor Reagan, like him, they have learned to kill 
with the decorous righteous demeanor. 

Thus Michael Korff, whose analysis has the judiciousness of a 
venus-fly-trap, the thoughtfulness of a moth in heat, and the mental! 
agility of a mastodon trapped in the La Brea tar pits, informs us sagely 
that ‘to believe that a Faculty Senate is truly interested in the overal! 
well-being of the College is naive.”?’ Obviously, those in the Senate 
are all self-interested pigs, Mr. Korfi, shrewd and telling judge of 
character that he is, will not be taken in by the sly and cunning ruse 
of men such as Mare Tool, John Livingston, Bob Thompson and Bob 
Donaldsor, who treacherously trv to pass themselves off as dedicated

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AFT testifies before 


The college council of the 
American Federation of Teachers 
urged the State Legislature to re- 
cognize that state colleges do not 
operate in a type of social vacuum. 
Appearing before the subcom- 
mittee on school finance and ways 
and means last Wednesday, the 
council revealed: 

There is a national market for 
academic employment and uniess 
the Legislature meets the compe- 
tition in that market, it will be 
impossible to hire qualified re- 
placements for people who are 
leaving the state colleges in ever- 
increasing numbers, much less the 
numbers needed to provide for the 
norma! growth in enrollment in the 
state college system. 

At almost all of the State Col- 
leges last fall, fully qualified stu- 
dents were denied admission on 
the grounds that enrollment limits 
had been reached. Chancellor 
Dumke has placed the figure of 
those turned away at 10,000, How- 
ever, on the basis of spot checks 
at particular campuses, it appears 
to us that the (hancellor’s estimate 
is extremely low. It is possible 
that as many as 30,000 to 40,000 
have actually been turned away. 

In addition to the thousands 
turned away, tens of thousands 
of students who “‘got in’’ did so 
only to find that the only courses 
available were those for which 
they had neither need nor desire. 
Thus, the enrollment crisis also 
produced a substantial fall in the 
efficiency of the State Colleges, 
arising from the provision of un- 
needed and redundant services, and 
a decline in the quality of services 
rendered arising from conditions 
of overcrowding. 

The College Council weicomes 
this investigation by responsible 
committees of the Legislature. We 
have long contended that the annua! 
enrollment crisis arises in large 
part from the Chancellor’s con- 
sistent failure to make accurate 
projections of the number of quali- 
fied students who will seek en- 
rollment in the California State 
Colleges the following year. In 
November, 1968, we reported that 
Dumke had underestimated the 
number of students for the 1968-69 
academic year. His initia] guess 
was 156,940, which proved to be 
about 13,000 lower than the number 
actually admitted. For the 1969-70 
year, Dumke initially estimated 
FTE enrollment of 174,185, This 
later had to be amended to 180,815. 
This consistent underestimation 
has, year after year, ledthe Trus- 
tees to ask for less money thanthe 
actual enrollments later warrant- 
ed. It is not surprising that the 
Legislature, rightly confused by 
and suspicious of the Chancellor’s 
figures, annually appropriates far 
less than the State Colleges need. 

Apart fromthe problem of faulty 
enrollment projections, the Legis- 
lature and the Governor have not 
seen fit to appropriate enough 
money to provide quality education 
for all those qualified students who 
seek enrollment in the State Col- 
leges, The unwillingness to appro- 
priate necessary funds has been 
particularly evident since Gover- 
nor Reagan assumed the governor- 
ship. Governor Reagan and his 
supporters argue that if each pro- 
fessor would teach just one more 3 
unit course, the enrOllment prob- 
lem would be solved, Let us 
examine this ‘‘solution’’ more 
closely. 

At present, we cannot fill all 
budgeted faculty positions because 
of low salaries, substandard work- 
ing conditions, and the fact that 
fina] budget decisions are not made

until mid-June, well past the time 
most potentiai faculty have dec ided 
upon a job for the following fall. 
Of these factors, probably the most 
important is inhibiting recruitment 
in the present onerous workload. 
The most important element ina 
professor’s working conditions is 
the workload and the sad fact is 
that the professional workload in 
the California State Colleges is the 
highest of any major system of 
higher jucation in the nation. 
Workivad is measured in two 
ways: the unit teaching load, and 
the student-faculty ratio. Up until 
this year, the Coordinating Council 
for Higher Education made its re- 
commendations for faculty salar- 
ies and working conditions on the 
basis of comparison with 18 com- 
parable institutions. One of the 
items in the appendix attached to 
this statement shows the following 
unit teaching loads in these com- 
parison institutions: mean, 7.9 
units; median, 8.0 units; mode, 
8.0 units. The official State Col- 
lege unit teaching load of 12 units 
is 50% above these averages. Ten 
years ago most of these com- 
parable institutions had 9 to 12 
unit loads but these schools have 
lowered their teaching loads in 
accordance with the increasingly 
complex nature of knowledge and 
teaching in higher education. As 
a consequence, the State Colleges 
have had a steady increase in their

Cranston urges draft revision 


Senator Alan Cranston (D., 
Calif.), in testimony before Sen- 
ator Edward M, Kennedy’ s Admin- 
istrative Practices Committee, 
which is holding hearings on the 
draft, urged that President Nixon 
appoint someone ‘‘under 40, or 
even under 30,”’ as Selective Ser- 
vice director, Cranston also stated 
that the man who replaces 76- 
year-old Lt. General Lewis B, 
Hershey should be a civilian ex- 
draftee because the selective ser- 
vice is ‘‘a civilian agency dealing 


' with a civilian population,” 


Cranston has been critical of 
the draft and favors a volunteer 
army. He stated that the differ- 
ence between democracy and a 
dictatorship is that a ‘‘dictator- 
ship compels people to do things — 
even things they would be willing 
do do voluntarily.’’” A democracy, 
on the other hand, allows freedom 
of c oice, the senator said, and 
only when absolutely necessary 
will it limit individual liberty. 


Cranston also urged a complete 
revision of the Selective Service

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Sy stem and the establishment of an 
effective system of checks and bal- 
ances on the power of the director. 


Cranston believes that a 
younger man would help close the 


generation gap that presently 
exists between Hershey and the 
men he works with. He urged 


that the first official act of the 
new director should be to advise 
all local draft boards that it is 
illegal for them to reclassify draft 
protesters, Hershey ‘‘advised”’ 
board member s to induct draft pro- 
testers, but did not rescind his 
“advice” after a U.S, Court of ap- 
peals ruled it ‘‘unauthorized and 
contrary to law.”’ 


It was found after a random 
check by Cranston’s staff of Calif- 
ornia’s draft boards that all 25 
contacted were unaware the Court 
of Appeals ruling and that Her- 
shev’s ‘“‘advice”’ was illegal.

Mixed responses on faculty teaching load 


and caring. Mr. Korff, stern and lonely caring on Mt. Sinai, knows 
better. While idealistic students, a pure red heart beating on a very 
white shirt, rally to the aid of these ‘‘pig men,” these pig men — vile 
egoists that they are — do not come to the aid of beleaguered students, 
So heartsick has this made one beleaguered battler for truth and justice 
this his ‘‘professional’’ George Washington-like soul was stirred by the 
outrageous falsehood of the faculty to tell the truth, Afterwards, Mr. 
Korff gave him seven brownie points towards his merit badge. 

One could analyze Mr. Korff's commentary for various Reaganisms 
(distort the news, deny the truth, usurp the moral high ground and 
adopt the role of a wounded party attempting a reconciliation in order 
to further hack-up the opposition) but there is no need, And one is 
tempted to laugh at Mr. Korff's conclusion that an alliance be formed 
between students such as himself and faculty. ‘‘With such friends, who 
needs enemies’’’’ 

Mr. Korff's analysis is the shoddiest, but it is worth noting that not 
one of the articles even came to grips with whether the faculty have 
a legitimate case on its own merits for a nine hour load, The students 
blithefully assume that because che faculty are supposed to teach a 12 
hour load that’s what the faculty should teach. And this mentality of 
blind obedience to the status quo comes not from those who place tota! 
faith in authority, but from those who have attacked and lampooned it 
in the past — that is, apparently, when their own self-interest was not 
involved, Why even pot would not receive such cavalier analyses as 
the faculty has. ‘Students wouldn't think of writing diatribes against 
people subverting our marijuana laws, and yet they write them about 
faculty members seeking to improve working conditions. The questions 
asked about pot would not be trivia! — ‘“‘Did you vote in the past to put 
warnings on cigarettes’"’ — they would be obvious — ‘‘Should mari- 
juana be legalized’’’"’ But when the faculty work load has been touched 
upon, it has been touched upon in the most crude ‘‘What's in it for me” 
mentality. One wouldn't think of arguing, ‘‘Some say pot relaxes people 
and therefore makes them more pliable. Others say fun is in and we 
are having trouble attracting good people, therefore pot ought to be 
legalized in order to attract someofthe fun crowd,"’ And yet equivalent 
remarks when discussing the nine unit load pass for enlightened debate. 


One senses that such students — rare, | hope — will tolerate the 
faculty having a nine hour load if the students are not hurt. The justice 
of the faculty complaint is analyzed only in terms of the students’ 
self-interest and nowhere on its own merits, Is this the new idealism 
we've heard so much about” It sounds suspiciously like ‘‘pig idealism’’ 
— like the marriage of self-interest and idealistic cries for justice. 
Are these individuals who refer issues involving the well-being of 
others to themselves the brave new humanists who are going to lead us 
out of the desert of corrupt and thoughtless self-interest into the 
promised land of justice, love and humanity’ From appearances, these 
leaders cannot recognize a thistle from the down. 

One does not demand that students rally behind the faculty, and that 
is not the issue; the issue is the students’ public attack on the faculty 
at a time when attacks against it and the entire State College system 
are mounting from many quarters, One hoped for some restraint, for 
a sense of the nature of the attack on, and danger to, the colleges, But 
some of the students, from appearances, were not to be stopped; they 
wanted a share in the governance of this college even if the college they 
would help to govern would ultimately be weakened, Unconsciously the 
drive for power blurred the students’ “reality principle,"’ and made 
them blind to the threat to the entire system. Thus they have permitted 
Governor Reagan to divide the faculty from the students, to isolate the 
faculty and make it a diversionary scapegoat to cover his own policy of 
fiscal starvation, to put the faculty on the defensive in order to weaken 
tenure policy and make it strategically impossible for the faculty to 
attack his tuition proposals and murderous budget cuts. 

Reagan or his advisors probably counted on concerted pressure 
dividing the ‘‘peasants,’’ who, instead of attacking him in concert, 
usually claw each other for the crumbs; he was right. He probably 
counted on frustration making people resentful and aggressive and 
agzressive not toward those who are distant — the Governor — but 
toward those who are near — the faculty, not toward those who are 
powerful — the Governor — but toward those who are weak — the 
faculty; and he was right. He probably counted on people's tendency in a 
pinch to behave like jackal — that is, ready upon the signal of the lion

that he is through to tear a carcass to pieces, He probably counted on 
the guilty conscience of the faculty to neutralize them, for Kafka was 
right when he suggested that guilt does not inevitably bring punishment, 
but punishment inevitably induces guilt. He probably counted on the 
piggishness of most people, who, when threatened, finally do not care 
whether their welfare rests on the wretchedness and exploitation of 
others. He probably counted on the opportunism of people, who, sensing 
the squeeze play in motion, cannot restrain themselves from trying to 
extort their own concessions during the squeeze. He probably counted on 
the vanity of students, who, unconsciously knowing they had the Gover- 
nor’s support, would fee! heady with courage and therefore reckless in 
their charges. He probably counted on the guilty silence of the liberal 
faculty who would be disoriented by a student attack. He probabl) 
counted on the ability of his blitzkrieg to arouse that secret fear which 
undermines faculty cohesion, making former friends suspicious of each 
other’s steadfastness before attack, making them privately prop up 
flagging spirits by the vulture cry of moral self-righteousness, He 
probably counted on the threat of impending doom ¢ reating that energy- 
sapping anxiety that stifles thought, dulls resolution, and paralyzes 
action. He probably counted on faculty relief and gratitude when he 
only maims them instead of beheading them as promised, Finally, he 
probably counted on trapping the young into the cheap, arrogant and 
fatuous assumption that their moral stature and meager power are 
greater than they are, and that they can therefore use the mighty for 
youthful purposes without being used by the mighty for the mighty’s 
purposes, In all these assumptions he has been proven right; and the 
public squabble between the students and faculty helped him immeas- 
urably. 


Students have reason to complain, They have little or no voice in 
hiring and the granting of tenure, and they should have parity with the 
faculty in sugh matters; they have little or no voice in promotions and 
they should have a good deal; they are largely helpless before arbitrary 
and punitive faculty members and they should not be. The students 
have legitimate grievances, but the aspirations of the faculty for a nine 
hour load is not one of them. 


In this world one must learn to develop some indifference to medio- 
crity and incompetence just as the society must develop some tolerance 
for crime if it is not to punish the innocent, These attacks against the 
faculty are like attacks against crime; just as those weaken constitu- 
tional guarantees, these do nothing but weaken tenure rights. On the 
same day that an attack was leveled against the faculty, there was an 
article on the firing of Dick Casello. Dick Casello was not fired because 
he was incompetent; he was fired because he was controversial, Do 
students really believe Governor Reagan, in the face of his budget cuts, 
really cares about the quality of the education the students get instead 
of about the kind of education they get’ The people who make such 
attacks are unleashing wolves, not against mediocrities and incompe- 
tents, but against action-intellectuals. But ignoring the case on behalf 
of action- intellectuals, why must weak men of smal! talent be persecu- 
ted’? Are we wo discard them likeused-up horses to some glue factory? 
Why must they be tortured’ Isn't our task not to punish the living but 
to prepare for a better life’ If so, this is not done by punishing good 
teachers; and you cannot punish mediocre faculty without punishing 
excellent ones. 


It is nonsense to assume that a nine unit load will make a good 
teacher out of a bad one; it will not. And rhetoric notwithstanding, it 
was probably never intended to. It will merely prevent good ones from 
faltering under oppressive academic demands, from dropping out of the 
exhaustive committee struggle to keep the colleges viable institutions, 
and from burning out like a spent hot-shot executive who has over- 
expended himself in the climb to the top. We are merely men, and 
few of us are up to the demands of intellect, activism and personal 
dynamism so desired by students. A casual glance at peers who will 
be future teachers may help students develop some understanding of, and 
appreciation for, the rareness of such individuals, 


Students are constantly seeking equality with faculty and yet their 
expectations of, and demands o faculty are clearly unequitable and 
intolerably high. It would be nice, of course, to see students manifest 
a little jess virulent idealism and a little more vibrant compassion 
for human frailty, but it is probably too much to expect, The beauty 
and greatness of youth is that it wants, it demands, too much. |, for 
one, would not have it any differently. For in their cruel, ungrateful 
and uncomprehending aspirations, they embody the hope of the future. 
\nd though they bruise us with their harsh, morally earnest, but some- 
times fatuous, judgments — just as they will be bruised someday, by 
future young critics — they whip us on that we may at least keep ahead 
of that systemic erosion which is the essence of time and change, 


We are entering a difficult time of long-drawn struggle, We do not 
ask silence of our critics. Continue to battle for 4 yreater voice and 
greater justice between faculty and students. But do not provide our 
enemy with further ammunition to destroy us and then boast it is a 
public- spirited defense,

relative unit teaching loads. 


If the Governor is successful 
in his plan to add yet another 3 
units to the State College teaching 
load, thus raising the teaching 
load nearly 100% above national] 
norms, he would only succeed in 
destroying the system. Within 
two years every Ph.D, who could 
leave the system would do so, 
and most of the departments and 
schools would thereby lose their 
accreditation. If the Legislature 
allows this to happen it will trans- 
form the State Colleges into the 
world’s first and largest four- 
year junior college system. 


There has been an absolute 
increase in the student-faculty 
ratio since Reagan's first State 
College budget. Governor Brown's 
last budget resulted in a student- 
teacher ratio of 16.02 to 1. Rea- 
gan’s budget for 1967-68 raised 
this to 16.49 to 1 and inthe 1968-69 
it rose to 18.13 to 1, This was a 
workload increase of 13% which, 
when added to the heavy teaching 
load, has made it almost impos- 
sible to hire or retain qualified 
faculty members. 


Legislative penury coupled with 
Dumke’s enrollment projection 
errors has caused more than an 
enrollment crisis. They have also 
resulted in a decline in the quality 
of education offered those students 
who do manage to get admitted. 
The two best indices of the de- 
cline in quality are the percentage 
of fully qualified new faculty hires 
and the annual faculty turnover 
rate. 


In 1962-63, 47.8% of new hires 
in the State Colleges held the 
Ph.D. degree at the time of hire. 
In 1967-68, this had dropped to 
34.2% and, next year, we predict 
the figure will show yet another 
sharp decline. This contrasts 
with a figure of 70% of new hires 
holding the Ph.D. degree in the 
18 comparable institutions in 1967- 
68. In 1963-64, the annual faculty 
turnover rate was 8.8% By 1967- 
68 this had risen to 12% and, 
again, we predict that it will be 
over 15% soon.

Veterans Administration answers 
student GI's questions 


(Editor’s note: Veterans attending 
school under the GI Bill are ask- 
ing thousands of questions con- 
cerning the benefits their Govern- 
ment provides for them through the 
Veterans Administration. Below 
are some representative queries. 
Additional information may be ob- 
tained at any VA office.) 

Q — After filing an applica- 
tion for VA educational allowance, 
how long would it take to receive 
an assignment of 4 VA claim 
numer’? 

A — You should receive your 
assignment of a VA claim number 
in approximately two weeks. 

Q — I understand I must make 
satisfactory progress in school in 
order to receive educational al- 
lowance from the Veterans Ad- 
ministration. What standard of 
progress does the VA require’ 

A — A veteran enrolled under 
laws administered by the VA must 
maintain satisfactory conduct and 
progress in accordance with the 
standards and policies of the edu- 
cational institution he attends. i 
the school suspends the student, 
G.1. Bill benefits will also be 
suspended. 

Q — What can I do to hurry 
along my educational subsistence 
checks? 

A — Lose no time in submit- 
ting the Certificate of Eligibility 
you received from the VA to the 
proper school official for com- 
pletion. Make certain he returns 
it to VA as soon as possible 
Upon receipt of this certificate, 
the VA starts your allowance 
checks, 

Q — 1 am 4 veteran attending 
college. Does the law require thai 
I submit a monthly certificate of 
attendance’ 

4 — No, But during the last 
full month of your quarter, sem- 
ester or term, you will receive @ 
certificate of attendance which 
must be completed and returned 
to the Veterans Administration as 
soon as possible. Failure « 
complete and return this form will 
bar you from future educationa! 
assistance. 

Q — Iam attending school un- 
der the G.L Bill, If I want to 
increase or decrease the amount 
of semester or clock hours, what 
do I have to do’ 

\ — When changing your status 
you must tell the \ A. A notice 
of change-in- status form is avail- 
able at most schools or at your 
nearest VA office. 

Q — Can a veteran go to any 
school or take up any program he 
desires’ 

\ — Yes, if the school or pro- 
gram is approved by the proper 
state education approving agency. 

Q — What is the difference 
between going to school under the 
new educational act and the voca- 
tiona! training act’ 

\ — Any veteran who served 
at least 180 days any part of which 
was after Jan, 31, 1955, iseligible 
to attend schoo! under the new edu- 
cational act provided his release 
from service was other than dis- 
honorable, Only certain service 


connected disabled veterans can 
qualify under the vocational re- 
habilitation act. 

Q — To qualify for G.I, Bill 
educational benefits, is service in 
Vietnam a requirement? 

A — No, Qualification is based 
on when a veteran served in the 
Armed Forces and not where he 
was stationed, You are eligible 
if you were released after Jan. 31, 
1955, with at least 181 active duty 
or for a service-connected di sabil- 
ity. Service must have been other 
than dishonorable. 


Q — I am attending school un- 
der the G.I, Bill, but I want to 
transfer to another school, What 
should I do? 

A — You must get a new Cer- 
tificate of eligibility if you change 
school or your stated educational 
objective. Contact your nearest 
VA office for the application form, 

Q — Since both my wife and I 
are veterans, can both of us claim 
our one child as a dependent to 
qualify for increased educational 
assistance? I realize, of course, 
that each of us can’t claim the other 
as a dependent. 

A — Both of you can qualify 
for the increased educational as- 
sistance allowance by your claim- 
ing your wife as a dependent and 
your wife claiming the baby asa 
dependent. 

Q —I was issued a Certificate 
of Eligibility for education in1 967. 
I was unable to attend school then, 
but I plan to enroll this fall, It 
is for the same school and pro- 
gram. Should I get an updated 
certificate? 

A — The origina! certificate is 
still good if the program of study 
and the school are still the same, 
A new certificate is required onl) 
if there is a change in your pro- 
gram or school, 

Q — Last summer when I went 
to school under the G.I, Bill, I 
was confused by the hours shown on 
the attendance card, I was only 
taking three semester hours, yet 
on the card it showed 15. Why is 
this’ 

A — Since summer school isan 
accelerated session, payment is 
based on standard class sessions 
rather than semester hours. You 
had 15 standard class sessions 
per week, 

However , to avoid confusion, 
this year the card will show the 
actual semester hours, You will 
still be paid on the number of 
standard class sessions.

der the G.I, Bill and am receiving 
$155 per month for myself andde- 
pendent wife. Do I have to report 
to the VA if my wife goes to work? 
Will she be dropped as my depen- 
dent, if she is to make a certain 
amount of money? 

A — The answer to both of 
your questions is ‘‘No’’, The 
amount of your wife’s income has 
no bearing on your dependency 
status as far as educational as- 
sistance is concerned. 


Q — Recently I started training 
at State University. I now find 
that I would like to return to my 
home town and enter a junior col- 
lege for the first two years. Is 
this permissible under the G.I. 
Bil!? 

A — Yes, as long as your ultim- 
ate training objective remains the 
same you may transfer between 
recognized colleges and univer- 
sities, Contact your nearest VA 
office and request approval of the 
school you now desire to attend, 


Q — I have been attending col- 
lege on the G.1. Bill for the past 
two years. I married three months 
after I enrolled but VA still pays 
me as a single person. Why? 

A — You have not previously 
notified VA of your marriage. You 
can receive the additional allow- 
ance for one dependent when you 
submit a declaration of marital 
status and a certified copy of the 
public record of your marriage. 
The effective date of the increase 
will be the day you first advised 
the VA of your marriage provided 
the proof is furnished within one 
year. 

Q — Last year I attended the 
state university under theG.l, Bill. 
I want to enroll there again, Must 
I have authorization papers fpom 
the VA to do so? 

A — Assuming you have not 
attended schoo! anywhere else un- 
der the G.I. Bill during the in- 
tervening period and providing you 
are taking the same course, you 
do not need further approval from 
the VA. Simply inform the regis- 
trar that you are re-enroiling asa 
veteran. 

Q — | am enrolled in college 
under the G.I. Bill, Will my 
monthly subsistence be reduced for 
the Christmas vacation and the 
period between semesters’? 

A — N6. In institutions of 
higher learning the Christmas 
vacation and the period between 
semesters are vonsidered part of 
the school year. Deductions will 
not be made for these periods.
